| Phie frea negroes in Tenne<tee, and, we may add,
in every ma-n State, ovtopy a strange and
anomaloos position. are. not under those
wholesome guards and restraints which tend so
much to promote the happivess. and well-beivg of
the dlave iow: nor are they of those
rights end privileges -which belong to the white
population. It would not only be contrary ta eve-
ry dictate of sound policy, and to every principle
of enlightened legislation to place the negro upon
afooting of equality, either social or political, with
the white mav; but it would be revolting to natore,
aud subversive of the whele structure of society.
Two races so dissin u!:rd caonot mmg&nwﬁmm r
with any prospect of advantage to either, uniess
the negro is in a state of bondage This fact we
consider ahnost self-evident, 't‘:]ut did it ut:eeed agy
ment Lo sustain it, we could point to the eondi-
t‘irg:uf the free negroes in the norihern States of
this Union, as proot conclusive of the fact. Thelr
condition in those States, is, with few exceptions,
ong of the utmost degradation, and often of atter
misery and want. Whilst we are [ree to admit, that
many of the free negroes in this State are quiet,
orderly and well behaved; yet it cannot be denied
that their presence is often of serions inconvenience,
They ovcupy a position alike hurtful to themselves,
iyjurious 1o the slave population, and detiimental
‘%o the best interests o sociely. The increase of
this kind of population will be seen to be very rap-
id by reference to thia census fables singe 1800,
The free blacks in the United States, in the year
1800, amounted to 108398 whilst in 1850, their
number was 419,173, showing an increase of over
300,000 in fifty years. The whole slave populstion
of the United States in the year 1790 was onI{
697,897, but little more than the present Iree blac
population. The number of slaves has inercased Lo
over three millions, and should the freo negroes
continae to increase as they have doue within the
last half century, their number will ere long amouot
to as muoh as the present slave population.  luour
own Sute the number of free blacks in 1850 was
6,221, whilst in 1300 the whole free black popula-
tion in Tennessee, Keatucky, sod the ternitory of
Alabama was only EOU0, e important and in-
teresting question i3 then presented, what isto be
done witlia popalation, increasing withsuch fearful
rapidity, and which in the language of one of the me-
morials,“‘occupies an intermediatestate Letween (ree-
dom and slavery, enjoying the benefits of neither, ob-
jects at the same time of compassion and suspicion.”
We are clearly of the opinion that there is but one
remedy for this evil and that is their removal 1o a
country where the government is under the control
of people of their owa eolor,upon the western coast of
Africa.  Solong as they remain in this country,
cither in the Northern or Southern States, their
condition must, of necessity, be cne of social and
political degradation, and tlus very fuct will have a
strong tendency (o make them, in many instances,
wle, dishonest and worthless, and render them a
public nuisance. Their own best and highest in-
terests demand imperatively their removal to Li-
beria, a country in ail respectssuited 1o their wants,
where they may enjoy socisl and political privi-
leges, and where the experithent ean be fairly made
whether they can ever be se elevated in tlie scale of
being asto establish and maintain 2 free govern-
ment.  That they may be sble to doso is doubtless
the earnest desire of every friend of humanity.—
Theidea is entertained by many, that the negro
race, owing to its naturasl inferiority, can never be-
come gapable of governing themselves,  This ques-
tion we shall not undertuke to decide and it must
{ind its solution in the result of the experiment of
the Republic of Liberia.  That government is rep-
resented to be now in & highly Hourishing and pros-

ac! .
